of the Hankow concession. It is 
thought this agreement will form the 
corner stone for new relations between 
China and Great Britain.

ALL NICARAGUA AREA 


Firm Grip Given Marines 
to End Further Strife 
in Republic. 


ACTION APPROVED 
BY PRESIDENT DIAZ 


Additional Forces to Be Placed 
at. Certain Points Along 
Railway From Sea. 


By ALBERT W. FOX. 

Plans for the neutralization of Nica- 
ragua with a view to ending further 
strife and thereby protecting American 
and foreign lives and properties were 
announced last evening by Secretary 
of State Kellogg. 

American marines stationed at strate- 
gic points will make the neutralization 
effective. Instead of dealing piecemeal 
with the situation, the United States 
government has reached the conclusion 
that the only safe and effe tive means 
of preventing further use’ js bloodshed 
and revolutionary activ] / is to have 
the American marines ti se a firm grip 
upon the war-torn sister republic, 
which action is taken with the full ap- 
proval of Adolfe Diaz, the constitu- 
tional president of Nicaragua. 

Statement by Kellogg. 

Secretary Kellogg made public the 
following statement last evening: 

“The Department of State today was 
informed by Minister Charles C. Eber- 
hardt and Admiral Latimer that after 
consultation it was found advisable ior 
the protection of American and foreign 
lives and property and to maintain 
communication between the American 
legation and the legation guard at 
Managua and the sea to land additicnal 
naval forces to be stationed at certain 
points along the railway. 

“This action has the full consent 
and approval of the Nicaraguan gov- 
ernment.” 

The points which the American 
naval forces will occupy are Chinan- 
dega and Leon. The department has 
not yet been informed that the ma- 
rines have actually landed or reached 
these points. 


Counteracts Shipment of Arms. 


Secretary Kellogg’s statement is not 
in conflict with the announcement by 
the White House spokesman on Fri- 
day that the reason which has prompt- 
ed the United States to send additional 
marines to Nicaragua links up with 
reliable reports relative to shipments 
of arms by land ard by sea to the -Nica- 
raguan revolutionists. These ship- 
ments, some of which are now under- 
stood to be coming over the Honduran 
border, are regarded as made for the 
obvious purpose of keeping the revo- 
lutionary activities of the liberals 
alive, despite the efforts of American 
marines to effectively protect Ameri- 
can and foreign lives and properties, 
which protection under present cir- 
cumstances implies a cessation of the 
revolutionary activities aimed at the 
constitutional government. 

Leon, where one contingent of Amer- 
ican marines will now be established 
in carrying out the neutralization plan, 
is the second city in Nicaragua in point 
of size and business importance and 
population.

ASKS NATION TO LEAD 
IN ACTS OF JUSTICE 


Three-Day Congress Opened; 
Taliaferro Extends City’s 
Welcome to Delegates. 


Those who acquire property in 
foreign lands and are not willing to 
submit to the adjudication of that 
land’s courts or to arbitration are not 
entitled to the protection of the United 
States, Senator William E. Borah, chair- 
man of the Senate foreign relations 
committee declared last night before 
the American Jewish congress at the 
Willard hotel. 

Referring to the statement of a previ- 
ous speaker, Dr. Chaim Weizman, head 
of the world Zionist movement, that 
the Zionists had made great strides in 
the establishment of a homeland for 
the Jews “without firing a shot,” Sena- 
tor Borah declared that the sentiment 
was that of both the speaker and the 
race, a race that has helped to build 
up every existing nation and is now 
seeking to establish a home of its own. 
Amid loud applause he told the gather- 
ing that the Zionist movement is one 
of the most thrilling incidents in the 
history of the world. 

The great problem of the hour is not 
the relations between the great powers 
but the treatment accorded the smaller 
nations and the minorities by the 
powerful nations, he declared. 

Tolerance Would End Persecution. 


“Shall the rights of small nations be 
set up and torn down by stronger 
nations in the name of protection of 
life and property,” Borah shouted. “If 
we, as a people, would practice the 
tolerance which we all profess to teach 
it would do more to end persecution 
and suffering than anything else we 
could do.” 

“We thought after the great war 
that it had ended the persecutions and 
the hatreds of nations but persecution 
still goes on. But justice is universal. 
As long as there is prevailing sense 
of justice and conscience among the 
peoples such oppression and injustice 
will bring its punishment to those re- 
sponsible.” 

Here his words were made inaudible 
by a burst of applause. 

The arousing of public opinion in 
regard to the rights of smaller nations 
and minorities is the greatest lever- 
age that can be used to wipe out such 
conditions, the senator said. No na-

Sweeping Treaty Bans War 
Between Two: Countries 


for All Causes. 


Stockholm, Feb. 20 (By A. P.).—The 
royal Swedish-Belgian matrimonial al- 
liance of last fall between Princess 
Astrid and Crown Prince Leopold has 
been followed by an agreement between 
the two countries never to go to war 
over any cause, even those usually ex- 
cluded, “vital interest” and ‘nationa)] 
honor.” 

In submitting this pact for ratifica- 
tion to the Swedish riksdag, Foreign 
Minister Eliel Lofgren said this was 
the first time Sweden ever had ex- 
changed such sweeping pledges with 
any nation outside those of Scandi- 
navia. 

The methods of arbitration resemble 
those already agreed upon with Czecho- 
slovakia. Treaties making war formally 
“illegal” under every conceivable cir- 
cumstance, now are in force between 
Sweden and Denmark and Sweden and 
Finland, while a corresponding pact 
is pending before the .Norwegian par- 
liament. Thus war has been “out- 
lawed” in the north of Europe, where 
formerly there were almost constant 
hostilities.

Provincetown, Mass., Feb. 20 (By A. 
P.).—Eight coast guardsmen, the crew 
of the 75-foot patrolboat 238, went to 
their deaths in the surf which ham- 
mered the beach at High Head, near 
here, early today. For twelve hours 
men pitted their strength and resource- 
fulness against the brutality of a 70- 
mile gale and cutting snow, and then 
lost when another hour might have 
meant rescue. 

The staunch boat smashed to frag- 
ments when the angry sea, which had 
torn her from her anchorage yesterday, 
hurled her onto the sands and 
trampled her bruised hulk under its 
pounding surf. 

The gale held off two destroyers, 
which fought doggedly through a 50- 
mile run to reach their beleagued com- 
rades while it rendered impotent the 
land forces gathered along the strand. 

It was 5 o'clock last evening that 
the towerman of the Highland station 
caught blinker signals of distress from 
the 238 at anchor 3 miles off the tip 
of Cape Cod.

George Washington Letter 
Forgery, Expert Asserts 


“Lost” Missive Discovered in Kansas City Branded as 
Spurious by W. C. Ford, Former Manuscript 
Chief of Library of Congress. 


Cambridge, Mass., Feb. 20 (By A. P.). 
Excerpts ay a “lost” letter written 
by George Washington that has been 
reported found in Kansas City were 
branded “spurious” here tonight by W. 
C. Ford, former chief of the manuscript 
department of the Library of Congress. 
Mr. Ford declared the letter was pos- 
sibly based on a well-known forgery of 
one of the first President’s letters. 

The letter from which Mr. Ford sur- 
mised the exerpts were taken never 
existed’ in Washington’s handwriting, 
he said. “It ‘is known only from 
printed versions,” Mr. Ford asserted, 
adding that “Mr. Clark, may have a 
contemporary copy, but it is without 


A.| value as history or as an autograph. 


No account of his having found it in 
family papers will offer support of his 
claim.” | 

In relating the history of the forged 
letter, Mr. Ford told of the apeparance 
in.London.in June, 1777, of a pam- 


phiet, “purporting to contain letters of 
Washington written to his friends and 
family in Virginia.” The editor of the 
volume stated that they had been taken 
from a prisoner captured at Fort Lee, 
who admitted that he was Billy Lee, 
an old body servant of Washington. 

“Fort Lee was captured in November, 
1776, so the letters were four or five 
months old,” he said, “curious things 
to carry for so long a time in an active 
campaign. But Billy was never taken 
by the British and had never spent one 
moment in their company. Hence the 
pamphlet received little notice in Eng- 
land, and even the leading reviews re- 
fused to accept them as genuine.” 

Mr. Ford said the letter to Mrs. Wash- 
ington contained in the pamphlet was 
published in two London magazines, 
and before long it returned to Amer- 
ica, where it was brought to the atten-

Communication Disrupted. 
New York, Feb. 20 (By A. P.).—A 
raging blizzard, accompanied by high 
seas and unusual tides, took its toll 


| of life and damage to property and dis- 


rupted communication #iong the East- 
ern seaboard today. Coast guard head- 
quarters at Asbury, N. J., reported the 
rescue of three men from the barge 
West Point, which was grounded at 
Little Egg station, 60 miles south. The 
combined forces of three New Jersey 
stations were attempting to launch 
boats to take out the crew of the barge 
James Howard, aground a few miles 
north. 

The barge Calvot tonight was in dis- 
tress in heavy seas 18 miles east of 
Ambrose light, the Independent Wire- 
less Co. reported. It was believed the 
Calvot’s rudder was disabled. 

The wireless company said it had re- 
ceived a message from the Belgian 
steamer Suevier, which left New York 
yesterday, saying she had sighted the 
Calvot, fiying distress signals. The Sue- 
vier tried to put out a boat to aid the * 
Calvot, but heavy seas smashed it 
against the side of the steamer. The 
Suevier said she was standing by. 

A later message from the Suevier 
said: “Our second officer and several 
men hurt.” No further details were 
given. The Suevier still was standing 
by, but was unable to make a second 
attempt to put off a boat owing to the 
gale. 

Lake Gorin Escapes. 

Another ship, unidentified, was re- 
ported dangerously near Cape Cod, be- 
fore communication was lost with the 
Boston navy yard. 

Later the communications office 
learned that the ship in danger was 
the steamer Lake Gorin and that the 
bearings wirelessed to her had enabled 
her to work offshore to comparative 
safety. 

Summer resorts along the Long 
island, Staten island and New Jersey 
shores suffered heavily as the highest 
tides in many years swept in. Martha’s 
Vineyard, Mass., was still being bat- 
tered tonight. The coast guard patrol 
boat 281, of the Woods Hole base, was 
torn from the wharf where she lay 
early today and thrown high on the 
beach.

Three-Day Session Begun. 


The congress opened yesterday after- 
noon for a three-day session. The 
principal object of the congress is to 
protest against the treatment of Jews 
and other minorities in European coun- 
tries, declared to be in direct violation, 
especially in Roumania, of signed 
treaties. 

Judge Milton Strassburger, chairman 
of the Washington branch of the con- 
gress, extended a welcome in the name 
of the local branch to the visiting dele- 
gates, who number nearly 500. District 
Commissioner Taliaferro told the con- 
vention that it was welcome to Wash- 
ington. Rabbi Abram Simon, of the 
Washington Hebrew congregation and 
Rabbi Schweifel, of the Adas Israel 
synagogue, also spoke in welcome. 

Rabbi Stephen §S. Wise, president of 
the congress, and prominent in New 
|| York Jewish affairs, was elected chair- 
man of the congress sessions. He in- 
troduced the Rev. Arthur J. Brown, of 
New York, chairman of the American 
committee on religious minorities of 
the Federal Council of Churches of 
Christ in Ameriéa. 


Persecution in Roumania. 


Dr. Brown said that Roumania is 
persecuting Catholics, Protestants and 
other minorities as well as Jews in 
violation of the treaty by which she 
gained Transylvania. He declared that 
racial and religious hatred are not in- 
evitable and that prejudice is not re- 
ligion, “It is devilish.” J€sus never 
countenanced religious persecution. 

Dr. Isaac Gruenbaum, member of the 
Polish parliament and a leader of Euro- 
pean Jews, declared in Yiddish that this 
struggle for national minority rights is 
but a part of the general struggle for 
the survival by the Jewish people. 

Rabbi Wise said that Roumania is 
the only nation with which the United 
States arms were allied where the state 
of the Jews has become worse instead 
of better. 

The delegates attended a dinner 
given by the Washington branch last 
night at which Senator Borah, Rabbi 
Wise, Dr. Gruenbaum, Dr. Chaim 
Weizgman and Judge Julian W. Mack, 
of New York, spoke. 

The entire assemblage rose and sang 
the Jewish national hymn “Hatikvah

Marina, di Pisa, Italy, Feb. 20 (By 
A. P.).—The Uruguayan aviator, Maj. 
Tadee Larre-Borges, hopped off today 
on his projected transatlantic flight to 
Montevideo, Uruguay... The plane took 
the alr at 10 o'clock this morning with 
Malaga, Spain, as its first scheduled 
stop. 

Maj. Larre-Borges’ machine is a sin- 
gle plane hydroairplane, similar to that 
of Commander de Pinedo, but it is 
carrying 3,850 kilograms (about 8,400 
ounds), which is 450 more than de 

inedo. 

Larre-Borges will be guided, if neces- 
sary, by signals from the steamer Men- 
doza, which left Marseilles February 
10, with Senora Larre-Borges and their 
four children aboard 

Like De Pinedo’'s plane that used by 
Larre-Borges has two 500-horsepower 
motors. It can make about the same 
speed as the Santa Marta, but its cruis- 
ing radius is 4,000 kilometers, as com- 
pared with 3,000 for the other, and it 
consumes 170 liters of gasoline per 
hour instead of 180, and carries 4,200 
meters instead of 3,500. 

Aeronautical experts here, in com- 
paring the two flights, contend that it 
is not quite fair to consider them as a 
contest, since the Uruguayan is merely 
aiming to reach Montevideo, while De 
Pinedo is seeking to reach Buenos Aires 
as the first part of a more ambitious 
enterprise. 

Latin Americans in Italy, however, 
are overjoyed at the prospect of a race 
between Uruguay and Italy, and fer- 
vently pray: “God speed both, and 
may the better man win.”

Serve in Upper House 
From Delaware. 


INVALID FOR THREE YEARS 


Wilmington, Del., Feb. 20 (By A. P.). 
Former United States Senator Willard 
Saulsbury died at his home here today 
from heart disease. He was 66 years 
of age. 

Mr. Saulsbury had suffered from 
heart trouble since being stricken 
three years ago, while at his summer 


home in Maine. He had been practi- 
cally an invalid. He is survived by his 
wife, the former Miss Mary du Pont. 
Funeral services will be held Wednes- 
day with interment at Dover. 


Willard Saulsbury, the last United 
States senator elected by the legisla- 
ture of Delaware, came from a family 
that has been prominently identified 
with Democratic politics in Delaware 
many years, and which sent three of 
its members to the United States Sen- 
ate. 

The upper house of Congress seemed 
to be the particular political goal of 
the Saulsbury family, resulting in a 
notable contest in the Democratic cau- 
cus of the Delaware legislature of 1871. 
Willard Saulsbury, sr., father of Sen- 
ator Saulsbury, had just completed a 
term in the Senate and seeking re- 
designation, was vigorously opposed by 
two of his brothers, Gove Saulsbury, 
who at the time had just retired as 
governor of Delaware, and Eli Sauls- 
bury, a lawyer of Dover. The latter 
was chosen and was reelected in 1877 
Seeking a fourth term in 
1888, he was defeated in the Demo- 
cratic primaries. 

Willard Saulsbury, the son, was born 
at Georgetown, Del., April 17, 1861. 

After his preliminary education in 
private schools, Senator Saulsbury was 
graduated at the University of Virginia 
and then read law in the office of 
With his admission to the 
bar he formed a partnershp with Victor 
duPont. 

Senator Saulsbury since early man- 
hood had been active in the leadership 
and management of the Democratic 
party in Delaware. He was elected to

Earl Winterton, on Way Home 


to London, Has Plan to 
Exalt mative incor 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 
London, Feb. 20—Earl Winterton, 
undersecretary for India, who is now 
on his way home after a trip to India, | 
is bringing with him a plan to re-| 
form the Indian government which it 
is hoped the government will adopt. 
The chief feature of the new plan is 


that it regularizes and exalts the posi- 
tion of the semi-independent Indian 
princes, who are really the backbone 
of the British hold on India for the 
reason that they are protected in privi- 
leges by the British power. 

A brief outline of the reform scheme 
is as follows: 

1. The apointment of a viceroy to be 
a prince of British blood royal, who 
will be specially in charge of the polit- 
ical department dealing with the In- 
dian princes and exercising reserved 
rights of the crown so far as British 
India is concerned. 

2. Under him a. governor general, to

3. A special department of the Indla 
office to deal with the affairs of the 
Indian princes, with an officer of the 
grade of high commissioner in charge, 
a publicity department to watch the 
interests and dignity of the princes, 
and a recruiting department for the 
administrators in the independent 
states. 

4. Greater provincial autonomy for 
the provinces of British India, but 
power for the governors to solve dead- 
locks like the recent one in Bengal. 
5. A diarchichal system introduced 
into the central legislature.

Failure of the Continental Congress

The time-stained letter, in script that 
Matcues other facsimiles of Washing- 
ton’s letters, so far as the layman can 
determine, was found amoung the ef- 
fects of Mrs. Alice S. Clark, who died in 
Lawrence, Kans., last October at the 
age of 72. The letter was found in 
her effects by the Kansas City artist. 
Hie said there long had been a tradition 
of a Washington letter in the familly. 

Clark's great-grandfather was Jona- 
than M. Houghton, an officer under 
Washington, and previous to that a 
fighter for the British colonial forces 
in the French and Indian wars.

Republican Caucus Tonight 
May Develop Opposition 
to Tilson as Leader. 


: President Coolidge is expected to 
send a message to Congress thie week 
lto the effect that he has vetoed the 
McNary-Haugen farm reljef bill and 


setting forth his reasons ior the veto. 

Farm bloc leaders yesterday were ap- 
prised that the President intended to 
veto the farm relief bill and that in 
his message he would set forth consti- 
tutional and economic reasons for op- 

ng it. They have not given up 
opes of dissuading him. 

It will be impossible to pass the 
farm bill over the veto of the Presi- 
dent. This is admitted by the support- 
ers of the bill. But they deciare the 
issue will be carried into the Seven- 
tieth Congress and that if the Presi- 
dent vetoes the measure now, the new 
Congress will pass it with increased 
support. Chairman Haugen of the 
House committee on agriculture de- 
clares that in the new Congress there 
Will be votes enough to the meas- 
ure over the veto in case the President 
holds out against the bill. 


Hopes for Power. 


Meantime, while there is uncertainty 
as to what the President will do, the 
farm bloc in the House and Senate is 
hoping to hold the balance of power 
in the Seventieth Congress. 

The House Republicans, elected to the 
Geventieth Congress, will meet this eve- 
ning for the purpose of holding a cau- 
cus and agreeing on a slate of House 
officers for the Seventieth Congress. 
The purpose of the caucus is to formu- 
late a program for the organization of 
the House in the Seventieth Congress. 

The controversy over the farm bill 
is likely to cut much figure at the 
meeting. Western Republicans, friendly 
to the McNary-Haugen bill, are disposed 
to make a fight on the continuance of 
the present House organization in 
power and are casting about to ascer- 
tain whether they can muster the votes 
to win in a fight on this question. 


Tilson Is Forecast. 


Republican Leader Tilson is the man 
the insurgents have in mind. They 
Geciare Speaker Longworth has kept 
hands off in the farm bill fight and 
therefore will not be opposed for an- 
other term for the speakership. 

On the other hand, they say Leader 
Tilson has gone out of his way to try 
to “apike”™ the fatm bill, and if the 
Western members can beat him they 
will do so.

Speaker Longworth is recognized here 
as an asptrant for the presidential 
nomination of the Republican party in 
1928. Suporters of the McNary-Huagen 
bill make no concealment of the fact 
they are kindly dis toward the 
Gpeaker because he kept hands off in 
the farm relief controversy. 

Should the President veto the farm 
bill, the advocates of that measure are 
expected to opose the renomination of 
Mr. Coolidge and at the same time to 
promote the nomination of former Gov- 
Lowden, of filinols, and to look with 
a kindly eye on the proposition of 
naming Representative Longworth to 
head the Republican ticket.

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A CHINESE HAUGEN LOOMS. 


The alleged purpose of the miscalled farm 
relief bill is to provide for the ‘‘orderly mar- 
keting of six basic agricultural products.’’ The 
six are wheat, corn, swine, cotton, tobacco and 
rice. There are evidently no “basic products” 
of the soil north of the Potomac or east of 
the Indiana line. Neither beef nor potatoes 
is basic enough to need the attention of the 
financial physicians who have at last decided 
upon the remedy which is to cure permanently 
all the ills from which agriculture is alleged 
to be suffering. 

Unfortunately, however, before the remedy 
is applied, there is evidence of a fresh attack 
of one of the ‘“‘basics.’’ Instead of being able 
to dump all the surplus rice into Oriental mar- 
kets, it appears probable that those markets 
may be closed to the rice growers of the Caro- 
linas and California through the activity of 
Oriental statesmen of the McNary-Haugen 
school of economics. 

China is not yet in a position to adopt a 
Haugen farm relief bill, but when the present 
internecine strife is quieted it is likely that 
steps will be taken to close the markets of 
China to the machine-grown rice of America, 
in the interest of the coolies who grow that 
particular “basic product.’’ Already a commis- 
sion from the Chinese agricultural association 
has been engaged in making a survey of the 
rice situation in California. The commission 
discovered that while in China the rice farmer 
needs the help of three other coolies to culti- 
vate one acre of land, the rice farmer in Cali- 
fornia, with the use of modern methods and 
machinery can produce 50 times as much rice. 
Also it was learned that while the farm laborer 
in China or Japan earns less than 25. cents a 
day in the rice fields, his brother, who has 
been admitted to the United States, is earning 
from $5 to $8 for his labor. It is not ‘‘Chinese 
cheap labor,’’ but the cheap production of the 
staple, which bothers the Orientals. The time 
is not far distant when Japan and China will 
be demanding ‘‘protection”’ for their agricul- 
turists from ‘‘the cheap products of the Ameri- 
can ricw fields.”” When that time comes it 
will not be so easy to “distribute in the world 
markets the surplus basic products in order to 
maintain a relatively high domestic price.’’ 

But, as Senator Ernst remarked, ‘“‘We may 
thank God for a President and a fountain pen.”’ 


GIVE THE WALKER A CHANCE. 


It might be well for the police authorities 
and the District commissioners to give some 
attention to the results that will follow the 
order of Commissioner McLaughlin, of the New 
York police, wherein he directs his force to 
see that the city ordinance which gives the 
right of way to pedestrians is rigidly enforced. 
Last year 2,143 persons were killed in the 
State of New York in automobile accidents and 
27 per cent of the fatalities were of children 
under 15 years of age. Many owners of cars 
are in constant fear of maiming or killing 
pedestrians, but the majority of drivers ap- 
pear to think that they have done all that is 
required when they sound their horns as a 
warning. Regulatory measures designed to 
protect the pedestrian are everywhere ap- 


. proved by the careful driver, while othersg 
and most generally the younger element of the 


automobilists, appear to be so anxious to reach 
their destinations that the slogan most favored 
by them is “‘the devil take the hindmost.”’ 
While Washington may not rank in first 
place in the matter of killing pedestrians there 
are altogether too many such casualties re- 
“corded, and hardly a week passes that the po- 
lice do not report another “hit-and-run” case. 
There are some street intersections, unguarded 
by the traffic officers, which seem to be favored 
_ particularly by reckless drivers. A tightening 
of the lines for protection of pedestrians is in 
order. 


INTERPRETING THE CONSTITUTION. 


~ To what extent does the Constitution apply 
to the Virgin islands? Although those former 
possessions of Denmark were purchased by 
the United States in 1917 and have since been 
“possessions” of the United States, they are 
‘allied thereto, from a constitutional stand- 
‘point, only so far as the eighteenth amend- 
ment is concerned. If they were constitution- 
ally a part of the republic the Constitution 
-would prohibit the imposition of a tax on the 
-exports of sugar from the islands. But as 
the Constitution does not apply, Congress prob- 
ably did not exceed its powers when it con-

But, on 
the other hand, what would the legal fra- 
ternity do for “cases” if every provision of 
that great document could be made clear?

LIMITATION OF NAVIES. 


Japan has accepted President Coolidge’s pro- 
posal for a conference of the five principal 
naval powers looking to a limitation of arma- 
ment in the classes of vessels not covered by 
the Washington treaty. The acceptance con- 
tains this qualification: 


The Japanese government are further 
gratified to learn that it is not the inten- 
tion of the American government at this 
time to put forward rigid proposals on the 
ratios of naval strength to be maintained 
by the several powers in the classes of 
vessels not covered by the Washington 
treaty. In order to insure the success of 
the proposed negotiations it seems highly 
important that in the matter of these 
conditions of the limitation of armament 
all parties to the negotiations should ap- 
proach the subject with an open mind, 
being always guided by the spirit of mu- 
tual accommodation and helpfulness, con- 
sistently with the defensive requirements 
of each nation. 


The premier of Japan has already told the 
diet that Japan’s military and naval strength 
are no greater than is required for the security 
of the nation. It may be safely assumed that 
Japan will not agree to any proposal for the 
reduction of her present strength in cruisers, 
destroyers or submarines. No nation should 
be asked to reduce its naval strength below 
the point of its defensive requirements. 

Italy is expected to refuse to enter the con- 
ference. France has already refused. Great 
Britain will probably accept the invitation, with 
conditions similar to those expressed by Japan. 

What, then, is to be hoped for in the way of 
an agreement by the United States, Great Brit- 
ain and Japan for the limitation of armament 
in classes of vessels not covered by the Wash- 
ington treaty? 

The suggestion has been made by Rear Ad- 
miral Sueter, of the British navy, that the 
British government should propose the aboli- 
tion of all capital ships and the limitation or 
abolition of submarines. This suggestion is 
now before Prime Minister Baldwin, with the 
request that it be proposed as an “alternative 
formula’ to President Coolidge’s disarmament 
plan. Admiral Sueter suggests that the powers 
agree to limit their heaviest vessels to 10,000- 
ton cruisers, on a ratio in accordance with each 
country’s needs for security, for the protec- 
tipn of trade, and for world responsibilities. 
He would not impose any ratio upon 5,000- 
ton cruisers, but would permit each nation to 
build as many of these as it deemed necessary. 
He would limit submarine tonnage to each 
nation’s defensive needs and would have a 
conference under league of nations auspices 
to draw up regulations governing submarine 
warfare. 

The abolition of all battleships would leave 
the fighting strength of the various navies 
built and building on October 1, 1925, in the 
following position:

This plan would leave the United States far 
in the rear of Great Britain and Japan in the 
matter of cruisers and aircraft carriers. With 
cruisers the leading war vessels, the impor- 
tance of merchant ships would be enormously 
increased, as they could all be quickly armed 
and would become cruisers to all intents and 
purposes. Great Britain’s merchant fleet is 
vastly superior to that of any other nation. Of 
merchant vessels of 12 to 14 knots Great 
Britain has 1,300, United States, 215; Japan, 
200; France, 200, and Italy, 160. Of 15 to 19 
knot vessels, Great Britain has 300, United 
States, 50; Japan, 20; France, 80. and Italy 
30. Of vessels having a speed of 20 knots and 
over Great Britain has 42, United States, 4; 
Japan, 2; France, 9, and Italy 9. 

Thus, by the abolition of capital ships, all 
naval powers would gain in relative strength 
except the United States. Cruisers and $air- 
craft carriers would then be the capital ships, 
and the ratio of naval strength would be ap- 
proximately as follows:

The limitation or abolition of submarine 
construction seems to be out of the question. 
France and Italy can not be expected to limit 
submarine construction to a ratio which might 
be acceptable to Great Britain and Japan, be- 
cause France and Italy are far behind in 
cruiser and aircraft carrier strength and ac- 
cordingly must provide more submarines. The 
United States, also, can not agree to the aboli- 
tion of submarines, notwithstanding the posi- 
tion taken at the Washington conference. This 
country could, however, agree to a limitation 
‘upon submarines if the question of cruiser and 


aircraft carrier ratio were satisfactorily ad-.

This would call for the building of sixteen 
additional 10,000-ton cruisers by the United 
States. Great Britain would retain the advan- 
tage of fast merchant ships easily convertible 
into cruisers. 

The voluntary scrapping of four 10,000-ton 
cruisers by Great Britain, as well as abandon- 
ment of construction of the 130,000 tons now 
building, and the construction of sixteen ad- 
ditional 10,000-ton cruisers by the United 
States would establish the 5-5-3 ratio and 
would put an end to the suspicions and fears 
which are engendered by unlimited naval 
construction. 


CRIME IN THE CAPITOL GROUNDS. 


The murderous assault committed on the 
grounds of the Capitol constitutes a challenge 
to the District of Columbia police force and 
the Federal government as well. Committed 
on Federal territory, it is a crime against the 
United States. When the criminal is appre- 
hended he will be tried in Federal rather than 
District courts, and the prosecution will be 
conducted by the United States district at- 
torney. The rewards offered by Congress and 
the superintendent of police should stir mem- 
bers of the metropolitan force to unusual ef- 
forts, if stimulation to capture such a criminal 
is necessary. The Department of Justice is 
concerned in this matter, however, and should 
bring its entire force to bear immediately to 
attempt to discover the perpetrator of the 
crime. 

If blame is to be attached to any one for 
permitting the criminal to escape, it should be 
born equally by the Capitol police force and 
the metropolitan police who have not in the 
past been charged with the patrol of the Capi- 
tol grounds. An investigation should be 
undertaken at once to ascertain to what ex- 
tent these grounds are patrolled at night, and 
if necessary more men should be assigned to 
this important work. 


A LOAN TO LIBERIA. 


Several years ago a large American tire 
manufacturing corporation secured a 1,000,- 
000-acre concession in Liberia for the exten- 
sive development of rubber. So far 10,000 
acres have been cleared, half of which have 
been. planted. Two thousand acres have 
reached a stage of productivity, and approxi- 
mately 100,000 pounds of rubber are being 
shipped from the concession to this country 
each month. The gross cost of this rubber 
to the manufacturer is 14 cents a pound, as 
compared with the 38 cents a pound which 
rubber is bringing on the market. The presi- 
dent of the corporation was a recent White 
House visitor and it is understood that he 
took up with the President the matter of a 
$5,000,000 Idan which Liberia has been try- 
ing to obtain from this country for some time. 

Liberia is becoming of commercial import- 
ance to the United States because of the rub- 
ber concession. England has a monopoly of 
this field at the present time and has been 
able to juggle rubber prices at will. The best 


interests of America call for the breaking of 


the monopoly, which probably can be done 
only through production in Liberia and else- 
where. 

One is led to believe that the Liberian loan, 
if arranged, would make it possible for the 
rubber concession to be administered more 
easily and economically, which may be the ex- 
planation of the American corporation’s inter- 
est in the matter. On the other hand, the 
nation spends millions of dollars annually for 
tires, and if the British monopoly can be 
broken the national tire bill will be cut con- 
siderably. American corporations should be 
aided in developing new sources of supply. 
Then Britain will have to cut the price of 
crude rubber in self-defense, and the American 
motoring public will receive the benefit. 

The Liberian loan is an interesting proposal. 
If Liberian rubber acreage can be opened up 
to all Americans who care to develop it, on 
equal terms, the United States could well af- 
ford to assist the black republic.

THE BENEFICENT HIGHWAYMAN. 


The United States Chamber of Commerce 
has made public an important discovery. That 
organization finds that the highwayman, the 
modern successor of Dick Turpin, Claude 
Duval and all that long list of knights of the 
road who held up the travelers on the king’s 
highway in “the good old days of George the 
Third” is really beneficial to society. It is 
not that the chamber is prepared to go so far 
as to assert that the gentlemen of the road 
bring immediate prosperity to the traveler 
who responds promptly to the demand “‘stick 
‘em up,” but the persistency with which they 
have plied their trade has brought about the 
substitution of checks for cash in meeting their 
pay rolls by so many firms and corporations, to 
the great benefit alike of the payer and the 
payee. 

The chamber finds that more than a hun- 
dred large concerns have adopted the practice 
of paying by check within the last year, and 
they find further that the check is not only a 
safeguard against robbery but is likewise a 
protection to human life, because holdup men 
have no use for checks. Queries’ sent out to

checks for cash in paying off their employes 
have brought responses from which the con- 
clusion is reached that the employe is thereby 
encouraged to keep his money in a bank; that 
thrift is encouraged, and that other advan- 
tages both to employer and employe are ob- 
tained.

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: It is 
much to be regretted that there is not 
in sight any answer to the timely and 
pertinent question asked by “A Tax- 
payer” in your issue of today. 

If the Congress would be fair and

‘45 to *90 
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Relics Are Not Believed to Be 
Those of Indians Living 
There Century Ago. 


Atlanta, Feb. 20 (By A. P.).—Search- 
ing for “personal” records of a race 
that inhabited this region centuries 
ago, a party of excavators this week an- 
nounced the unearthing of human 
skeletons entombed with hewn stones 
not unlike present-day burial vaults, 
together with shell beads and pieces of 
textile material. 

The excavations are being conducted 
by Dr. Warren K. Moorehead, ethnol- 
ogist, of Andover, Mass., and center 
around the mysterious Etowah mounds 
in northwest Georgia. Dr. Moorehead 
is director of the department of Amer- 
ican archeology. 

The textile material resembled that 
of woven bark or bullrushes, possibly 
used as a shroud for the body, Dr. 8. 
W. McAliie, State geologist, who visited 
the excavations, said. The bones were 
badly decayed, but the teeth were in 
perfect condition, he added. 

The burial ground of the mound 
builders was so constructed that bodies 
were interred at various elevations, the 
geologist said, indicating that the older 
graves were at the base of the mound. 
As soon as one tier was filled and a 
layer of red clay interposed another 


tier was started, according to his deduc- 
tions. 


Mound Towers Above Village. 


The mounds are of unknown origin, 
State historians saying that Indians 
who inhabited that section a century 
ago declared they were not built by 
that race. The principal mound towers 
some 60 feet above the site of an 
ancient Indian village while nearby are 
two others, one 23 and the other 20 
feet in altitude. Surrounding these 
the exploring partv has found many 
pottery fragments, broken implements 
and numerous traces of camp fires. 

De Soto, Spanish explorer, is thought 
to have marched through this country, 
probably in 1841. The supposition is 
that the Shawanos occupied the region 
centuries ago, although the Cherokees 
claimed the country some. 200 years ago. 

Previous explorations within the past 
two years by Dr. Moorehead among 
these mounds revealed embossed copper 
plates, or headdress, shell gorgets, 
stone swords and various other articles 
of adornment with the burials. Upon 
one of the copper plates the party 
found traces of cloth, human hair and 
the remnant of a feather mantle. A 
few of the feathers which were small 
still retained a bright red color. Several 
of the copper plates were decorated 
with figures, but being badly broken 
and partly oxidized, the designs can 
not be described until the fragments 
are matched together. Some of the 
art work is said to be strikingly similar 
to that common in some ancient Mexi- 
can and Honduran sculptures. 

Work of the Moorehead party will 


- continue until April.

ANGIENT CITY OF MAYRS 


Pyramids Built by Early Civ- 
ilization in Campeche 
Rise From Waters. 


RUINS TO BE EXPLORED 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

Mexico City, Feb. 20.—Recent floods 
have uncovered an ancient Maya city 4 
miles in length, stretching along the 
banks of a stream near Tixmucul, in 
the state of Campeche. For years the 
rains have been gradually laying bare 
the ancient city, which lies among the 
foothills, -but last fall the floods as- 
sumed unusual proportions, covering 
great districts of Campeche, once the 
home of the ancient Maya tribe and 
probably earlier civilized races, leaving 
exposed numerous tall pyramids whose 
sides are covered with carefully cut 
stone blocks. 

Between these pyramids can now be 
traced great streets or highways of an 
ancient city. In numerous places the 
stream is crossed by magnificently con- 
structed stone bridges, probably built 
while Rome was in the height of its 
glory. Along the river are long stone- 
faced terraces and on the plain below 
the site of the ancient metropolis are 
vast quantities of cut stone, washed 
out of the city by floods in the course 
of from fifteen to twenty centuries. 

The ancient Maya hieroglyphics on 
the stone pillars show that the city be- 
longed to the early Maya period in 
southern Mexico and Central America 
and, therefore, long antedates the great 
Toltec Maya city of Chitzen Itza, now 
being unearthed by the Carnegie in- 
stitute, under the direction of Dr. Syl- 
vester G. Morley. The newly discov- 
ered city lies in the great Campeche 
archeological era, which tradition says 
was in the early days of Maya city 
building, the scene of wonderful activ- 
ity. It is reported that within 20 miles 
of the new city is a score of city re- 
gions, comprising numerous buried 
mounds and paramids as yet unex- 
plored.

Under Guise of Public Welfare 


Competition in Manufacture and Distribution Destroyed by Monopoly 
to be Created Under Authority Granted by H. R. 17,130 to Limit 
Exclusive Permits to Not Less Than Two Nor More Than Six Distillers 


‘Special Rule has been granted to “Railroad” Bill Dangerous to the Public Interest 
through Congress without a Public Hearing before any Committee 


The Acquisition of Existing Stocks of old Whisky by the Preferred 
Two to Six Exclusive Permittees and the Transfer of Those Stocks 
and their own by Themselves at an Unlimited Price to the Corpora- 
tion Ultimately Formed by them Would Double the Price to Retail 
Druggists and to the Public. 


The $100,000,000 “Medicinal Spirits Corporation” proposed in 
H. R. 15,601, introduced by the Treasury Department and rejected 
by the House Ways and Means Committee, because the stock could 
be bought and controlled by “bootleggers” after Preferred Distillers 
had unloaded their whisky at their own price, can and will ultimately 
be formed under H. R. 17,130, with the same disastrous effect on 
Retail Druggists and the public. 


No emergency exists requiring the proposed legislation because 
existing law authorizes the Treasury Department in its discretion to 
issue or deny permits to manufacture and distribute Medicinal Whisky, 
Alcohol and all other kinds of Intoxicating Liquors (Ma-King Prod- 
ucts Company vs. David H. Blair, Commissioner, 70 L. Ed. Adv.-Op. p. 
625). The opinion states, “It is clear that Congress in providing that 
an ac.verse decision of the Commissioner might be reviewed in a Court 
of Equity did not undertake to vest in the court the administrative 
function of determining whether or not the permit should be granted.” 


The Quality and Purity of Medicinal Whisky are. fixed by the 
standard in the United States Pharmacopoeia---any retail druggist 
who dispenses Medicinal Whisky below this standard is subject to 
revocation of his license as a Registered Pharmacist, under State law, 
and to the loss of his permit under the Federal law, because not dis- 


pore in good faith---severe penalties are also imposed by Federal 
aw. 


The insincerity of the Proposed Legislation is demonstrated by 
the testimony before the Ways and Means Committee (Page 87, 
Hearings Jan. 11, 12, 15, 18 and 20, 1927), in relation to H. R. 


15,601, which was rejected, showing that the known diversion of 
Alcohol to unlawful purposes was 27,000,000 gallons in 1925, 
while the total distribution of Medicinal Whisky under Government 


Permits in 1926 was less than 2,000,000 gallons and the manufac- 


ture of Alcohol had increased to more than 200,000,000 gallons in 
1926, with the withdrawals of Medicinal Whisky still less than 2,000,- 
000 gallons.

The bill proposes to label each pint of whisky with the wholesale 
cost to the Retail Druggist to make it appear that the Retail Druggist 
is “profiteering,” which is not true, cost of whisky representing only 
59 per cent of the Retail Druggist’s necessary selling price. 


Organized pharmacy is opposed to H. R. 17,130 because a mon- 
opoly of the manufacture and distribution of Medicinal Spirits would 
increase the price to the public, encourage consumption of Alcohol 
for beverage purposes and compel more burdensome regulations for 
Retail Druggists handling alcohol only---competition, not legislation, 
is the public’s safeguard for Pure Whisky at Reasonable Prices. 


The National Association of Retail Druggists, representing the 
distributors of Medicinal Whisky designated by Congress, were denied 
a copy of the original bill until it was furnished the public, although 
drafted by the Treasury Department in consultation with the Pre- 
ferred Distillers, as shown by the hearings --- the Association 
was ignored when it offered to cooperate with the Ways and Means 
Committee in preparing H. R. 17,130---the Rules Committee curtly 
declined a tender of aid by the Association, so that the pending bill

P.).—Beheadings started yesterday by 
Chinese authorities to stop a spread 
of the general strike called Saturday 
continued today. Reliable Chinese 
sources estimated the number of exe- 
cutions at 28, while nationalist sup- 
porters claimed there had been 90. 

Shanghai, Feb. 20 (By A. P.).—Be- 
heading of at least 12 Chinese strike 
fomenters, minor disorders, stonings 
and spread of the demonstration to 
take in between 85,000 and 100,000 na- 
tives, marked the second day of Shang- 
hai’s internal disturbance. 

Beheadings took place today without 
semblance of a trial. Squads of exe- 
cutioners patrolling the native-popu- 
lated part of the city were armed with 
heavy swords, and beheaded on the 
spot victims alleged to have been caught 


distributing subversive literature or 
speaking seditiously. 

Reilable eye-witnesses described three 
such executions, while others saw at least 
nine heads displayed in baskets suspend- 
ed on poles or trundled through the 
streets cartwise by soldiers. -Foreign 
police estimate executions to date as 
not less than 12, while other estimates 
run as high as 20. , 

Gen. Li issued a proclamation that 
any persons found inciting strike or 
interfering with workers will be sum- 
marily executed. 

The strike started yesterday, a politi- 
cal movement fostered by Cantonese 
propagandists and aiming at the col- 
lapse of power of Marshal Sun Chuan- 
Fang, ruler of Kiangsu province, whose 
troops are fighting to halt the advance 
of Cantonese (nationalist) armies on 
Shanghal. 


Chinese Are Merciless. 


Severe repressive measures, amount- 
ing to a reign of terror so far as the 
Chinese controlled parts of the city are 
concerned, were put in effect by Gen. 
Li Pao-Chang, Marshal Sun’s defense 
commissioner in Shanghai. But de- 
spite such measures the strike con- 
tinued to spread. 

Several minor disorders were noted, 
chiefly in the factory district, Yang- 
tsepoo. Mobs of boys and Iloafers 
stoned the quarters of a small detach- 
ment of British and Punjabi troops 


who were ordered not to retaliate un- 
less the mob entered the enclosure. 
After breaking down the bamboo fence, 
the police were called out and 
the rioters, who took refuge in alley- 
ways and turned their stoning activi- 
ties upon the newcomers. There were 
no casualties in this affair.

The fact that hostile dem- 
onstrations have been largely confined 
to foreign-ruled parts of Shanghai is 
because within those limits strikers 
are protected against Marshal Sun's 
vengeance. 

The General Labor union issued a 
statement of its aims, including con- 
tinuation of antiimperialist propa- 
ganda, elimination of the militarist 
formation of a people’s government, 
freedom of speech and press, an eight- 
hour day, higher wages and recogni- 
tion of the unions. 

However, Chinese papers state the 
real object of the strike is to “welcome 
the nationalist armies toward Shang- 
hai. This strike is political, not eco- 
nomic. Sun Chuan-Fang is the real 
target.” 

It is also regarded as a preliminary 
test of labor’s organization for effective 
political action. Tonight it still was 
uncertain whether the strikers would 
be content with a two-day labor holi- 
day or whether the trouble would con- 
tinue.

Intimidation by Strikers. 


Intimidation is playing a large part 
in the swelling ranks of strikers and 
an effort to continue bus service in the 
international settlement broke down 
for this reason. Today public trans- 
portation was confined to rickshas. 

Chinese crews on several British and 
Chinese river and coastal vessels also 
struck today. 

First detatls of the withdrawal of 
Marshal Sun’s troops from Hangchow 
began to come in today.

Looting is Brief. 


Looting of the city was blamed on 
troops of Gen. Chow Jin-Jen, former 
governor of Fukien province, who, after 
losing the former province, also shared 
Marshal Sun’s defeat at Chekiang. 
These forces, the last northerners to 
leave, began pillaging, but it was cut 
short by heavy rains and rapid ap- 
proach of the nationalists. About 400 
houses were looted. 

Further northward withdrawals of 
Marshal Sun’s forces are reported, but 
there are 40,000 soldiers between 
Kashing, and Sungkiang, which is 
taken as evidence of another stand. The 
southerfers apparently are not yet ad- 
vancing, as their forces at Hangchow 
are still believed small and it is neces- 
sary to await reinforcements and sup-

BOULDER CANYON TODAY 


Leaders Plan to Call Up the 
Whisky Proposal in House 
Tomorrow.

While simulating a feverish activity 
with prolonged day and night sessions, 
Congress is in a position now to quit 
within 24 hours if the need should 


| arise. 


As a consequence, the ten legislative 
days remaining before the gavels fall 
at noon March 4, will be given over 
to driving through a flock of pet 
measures of individual members with 
some consideration given to several 
major measures, but without much 
likelihood of final votes. 

During its daylight hours today the 
Senate will resume debate on the 
Boulder canyon dam bill, which faces a 
filibuster by the senators from Arizona, 
Utah and Nevada. 

When the night lights begin to burn, 
the Senate will take up the House bill 
authorizing the veterans’ bureau to 
make loans to world war veterans on 
their adjusted compensatfon certifi- 
cates and if that is disposed of, the 
alien property return bill will become 
the order of business. 


To Honor Washington. 


Tomorrow both houses will do honor 
to the memory of Washington with a 
joint session at which President Cool- 
idge will speak, and that night the 
Senate will meet again to consider pri- 
vate pension, claims and other measures 
to which there may be no objection by 
any individual senator. 

The program after tomorrow remains 
to be made up, but Senator Smoot 
(Republican), Utah, has given notice 
he will move to displace the Boulder 
canyon dam Dill with the prohibition 
and customs reorganization measure. 
There also may be one or two addi- 
tional night sessions to take care of 
some of the 214 subjects on the calen- 
dar which will be forced over tomor- 
row night. 

The House will devote today and

Market Enters a Period of 
Readjustment—Rails in 
Best Demand. 


FOREIGN GROUP DRIFTING 


New York, Feb. 20 (By the Associated 
Press).—With the total of new issues 
dropping to the smallest week's aggre- 
gate since the beginning of the year, 
and traders marking time for various 
reasons, the bond market last week 
entered a period of readjustment. The 
steady accumulation of investment 
securities, which has been going for- 
ward since late in 1926, tapered off, 
giving strength to the opinion. held in 
numerous quarters, that the year-end 
reinvestment demand has been fairly 
well satisfied. 

Money conditions, while remaining 
relatively easy, presented a paradox, 
call money rates falling to the lowest 
levél since last June, while bank ac- 
ceptance rates tightened somewhat. 
Increasing demand for money in busl- 
ness channels, absorbing part of the 
surplus on hand, naturally has taken 
up some of the slack, and while lower- 
ing commodity prices and increases in 
the gold supply, due to shipments 
from abroad, continue to contribute 
to a comparatively easy state, any pro- 
nounced softening of money rates 
would be surprising. Wall street ob- 
servers have practically abandoned 
hope of an early reduction in the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank rediscount rate of 
4 per cent. 

Although most of the enormous vol- 
ume of new offerings of the year has 
been readily absorbed, a few remain 
undigested to furnish competition to 
the market for listed bonds. 

The reluctance of investors to ac- 
quire’ some of these new issues has 
been attributed to a helief that they 
were priced a trifle high, and conse- 
quently promised smaller returns than 
seasoned securities of similar caliber. 

Activity in the listed bond market 
during most of the week was closely 
related to trading in stocks. Railway 
issues were purchased in_ sizable 
amounts, particularly those with con- 
vertible features. This trend, which 
has been noticeable for two or three 
weeks, reached a point, near the end 
of last week, where transactions in the 
convertible bonds comprised a very re- 
spectable bulk of; the entire buying. 
Especial attention was given to Erie 
convertible 4s, which touched the high- 
est price in several years. 

Foreign obligations assumed a drift- 
ing tendency, although there was little 
falling off in prices. Speculative inter- 
est in these securities was largely elim- 
inated after the general advance 
reached its apparent peak near the 
close of January. Nevertheless, some 
observers have expressed surprise that 
foreign issues have not proven more 
susceptible to profit taking. French, 
Italian and Belgian bonds in particu- 
lar have remained firm within a few 
points of their record high prices. In- 
vestment interest in foreign liens has 
declined somewhat during the last few 
days, probably because of the unset- 
tled conditions in China, and because 
of the cool reception tendered by some 
of the foreign powers to President 
_ recent disarmament propo- 
sal. 

The week’s total of new offerings fell 
below $100,000,000 for the first time 
since the new year, aggregating slightly 
less than $50,000,000. New issues in 
the week preceding totaled a little 
more than $195,000,000, and the new 
bonds which reached the market in the 
corresponding week of 1926 amounted 
to about $192,000,000. 

No great volume of new financing is 
in sight for the next week or two. Sev- 
eral State bond issues, however, will 
be ‘placed before the voters in coming 
months. Alabama will decide upon a 
$25,000,000 issue, North Carolina will 
consider one of $30,000,000, and a res- 
olution in the Missouri legislature pro- 
vides for a referendum on a constitu- 
tional amendment enabling the State 


‘to float a loan of $40,000,000. All these 


issues are planned to finance new road 
construction.

Increase in Steel Operations. 


Steel operations recorded an increase 
for the fifth consecutive week, although 
prices showed further recessions, bring- 
ing them down to the low level of 1925. 
Expectations of a curtailment of motor | 
car manufacturing and building ac-| 
tivity are offset by prospects of a heavy) 
demand for steel by builders of railway 
equipment. 

Business activity within the next 
month is expected in many quarters to 
furnish the key to the general spring 
and summer trend. While the stock 
market is no longer regarded as posses- 
sing accurate barometric value in fore- 
casting business trends, the fact that 
both rail and iadustrial averages ad- 
vanced last week to around their record 
high levels was hailed as a favorable 
omen. 

“The possibility of a strike of union 
soft coal miners still looms as a cloud 
on the business horizon, the beginning 
of conferences between operators and 
miners last week disclosing a wide 
breach on the wage question. With 
that exception, however, there has been 
no indication of any general scaling 
down of wages. 

While the declining trend of com- 
modity prices appears to be meeting 
stiffer resistance, it is still the source 
of much uneasiness because of the ex- 
tremely narrow margin of profit on 
many products. Due to the recent ac- 
tivity in the Seminole field, the oil 
industry is again faced with the pros- 
pect of an era of over production. The 
fact that the field in question is con- 
trolled largely by a few big companies 
leads to the belief, however, shat an 
agreement for the curtailment of pro- 
duction may be reached, particularly 
as there are insufficient pipe line and 
tankage facilities to move the present 
huge output. Crude oil produetion set 
a new high record in the week ended 
February 12, totaling 2,462,250 bar- 
rels. 


Progress in Railroad"Mergers. 


Steady progress is being made in 
the plans for several railroad consoli- 
dations. Early submission of the 
Northwestern merger plan to the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission was indi- 
cated by Ralph Budd, president of the 
Great Northern, who insisted that the 
opposition of the St. Paul would not 
interfere with the program. An ink- 
ling of the supposed understanding be- 
tween the Pennsylvania and Loree in- 
terests regarding proposed consolida- 
tion of Eastern trunk lines came to 
light in the announcement that early 
approval would be sougkt of a transit 
agreement whereby the Delaware & 
Hudson could have the use of the 
Pennsylvania’s tracks between Wilkes- 
barre and Dubois, giving it a direct 
connection with the Buffalo, Rocheste: 
& Pittsburgh, in which it recently pur- 
chased a large interest. Important de- 
velopments also are reported in the 
Wabash situation.

There is no time, under 
present turbulent conditions, to wait 
upon the negotiation of special pacts, 
it is explained. 

With military assistance reaching the 
liberals, it is of paramount importance 
for the United States to act quickly 
and decisively, it is explained. The 
statement of Mr. Kellogg is viewed here 
as indicating that this brand of deci- 
sive and effective action is now being 
employed.

‘TO BE FIRST OF ZONES; 


Construction Permit From 
Capital Will Be Necessary 
Before Obtaining License. 


By ROBERT D. HEINL. 

The new national radio commission 
soon to be appointed by President Cool- 
idge may not come near accomplish- 
ment of all that is expected of it, but 
its creation will mark the return of 
some semblance of Federal authority 


over the air and be analogous to the 
appearance, at least, of traffic police- 
men where for six months traffic has 
been running wild. These five radio 
traffic commissioners may take time to 
get organized, but it is safe to say that 
at least 20 per cenit of the present chaos 
will disappear when they begin to police 
the air. 

Their duties will be many and varied, 
but in so far as the listening public is 
interested the principal thing they will 
rset out to do will be first and foremost 
to look into flagrant cases of interfer- 
ence, Unquestionably the weakness in 
broadcasting today is that there are 
about three times too many stations on | 
the air. Just ..%w the commission will 
tackle the problem is not known, but 
the assurance is given to listeners by 
Senator C. C. Dill, coauthor of the bill, 
that the commission has ample autbor- 
ity to end the chaos of the air. — 

In its discretion the commission may 
grant, renew or revoke licenses. Like- 
wise it may assign wave lengths, de- 
termine the power a station may use 
and even its location. 

It would appear, then, that they 
have the general authority to determine 
to whom in the public interest they 
may allow the privilege of broadcasting. 
This, of course, is likely to be question- 
ed by the courts and may result in 
tedious and complicated litigation, but 
in the long run will result in the first 
step toward stabilization. 


Nation in Five Zones. 


With the country divided into five 
zones, based on the density of the 
listening population, and with each 
zone having a resident on the commis- 
sion, the country will have adequate 
representation geographically. 

What may prove to be un embarrass- 
ing joker in the radio bill insofar as 
Washington zone candidates for the 
tempting $10,000 commissionership are 
concerned is the provision that each 
member of the commission must be an 
actual resident “of a State within the 
zone” from which he was appointed. 
The District is designated as in the 
first radio zone, the entire country 
being divided into five zones, but then 
the question arises, would the District 
come under the above wording as a 
State? 

Certainly the first thing the com- 
mission will do will be to prevent more 
stations from coming on the air. The 
Klondike rush for licenses by every 
“Tom, Dick and Harry” who have been 
getting them more to have a claim 
staked out than anything else will be 
stopped. And, by law, even before a 
station is begun it will be necessary to 
get a construction permit from Wash- 
ington. 

One of the biggest safeguards to pub- 
lic interest which the new radio law 
affords is that the rank and file of 
radio listeners, after the first year of 
its operation, may enter a_ protest 
against the renewal of a license to any 
radio station in the United States.

important that they will go direct to 
the commission for such action as may 
be deemed necessary. 

Broadcasting licenses will be issued 
for three-year periods, but at any time 
after the first ey complaints or pro- 
tests may be ffled and assured of the 
most careful scrutiny. If the complaint 
is justified, it may result in the re- 
vocation of the station’s broadcasting 
license. 

After the end of a year the commis- 
sion will become more or less of an ap- 
pellate body, practically turning the job 
over to Secretary Hoover, who during 
the first year will simply administer the 
law. 

Considerable criticism was occasioned 
that Congress should create another 
commission, or worse, a8 was termed in 
this case, “a two-headed” control body, 
which many say never will function 
smoothly and bring about the same fric- 
tion as was occasioned in the earlier 
days by the wheel within the wheel, 
the Emergency Fleet Corporation in the 
Shipping Board. It was argued that 
radio was not so important that an 
entirely new and untried kind of a 
machine had to be set up to control 
it. Rather, it was said, this should 
have been done either by an indepen- 
dent commission or by an established 
governmental department. 

However, regardless of what friction 
of control and administration may or 
may not develop, the operation of the 
radio act of 1927 and the functioning of 
the national radio commission will 
mean an entirely new era in radio in 
the United States. As Paul B. Klugh, 
of the National Association of Broad- 
casters, has said, “Not only must these 
commissioners straighten out an indus- 
trial tangle such as has never been 
seen before, but they must ever be pre- 
pared to keep pace with the fastest 
moving industry civilization has yet ex- 
perienced.”

National Broadcasting Opera 
Co. to Make. Presentation; 
Harvesters on Program. 


TO HEAR MEXICO TALKS 


In response to a request from “fans,” 
there will be a repetition of the tabloid 
version of “Lohengrin” by the National 
Broadcasting Opera company tonight 
through WRC at 10 o’clock. Of course, 
the wedding march will be sung. 

The Harvesters, returning from their 
tour of the world, will play music by 
American composers, including the 
“Medley of O, Suzanna.” The Gypsies 
will give operatic selections. The Em- 
erson hour will be broadcast from WRC 
at 7:30 o'clock. 

The public mass meeting on the 
Mexican situation will be broadcast 


from the Washington auditorium at 8 
o'clock by station WMAL. Among the 
speakers will be Dr. Hubert C. Herring, 
of Boston, of the Congregational Church 
of the United States, and Bishop Can- 
non, of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South. 


Distance listeners likely will want to 
tune in on station WAIU at Columbus, 
Ohio, which will step up its power to- 
night from 500 to 5,000 watts. WAIU 
broadcasts on a wave length of 2939 
meters and will start the ball rolling 
at 7 p. m. with speches by Gov. Vic 
Donohey and James J. Thomas, mayor 
of Columbus. At 10 o'clock will be 
the first of a series of radio productions 
“Melodies Immortal,’”’ which will have 
the accompaniment, of the 160-piece 
Shrine band of Aladdin temple. 

The light opera hour of WJZ, New 
York, which may be heard through 
KDKA at 9:30 o'clock, will be devoted 
entirety to the compositions of Rudolf 
Friml, composer of “The Vagabond 
King.” Through the same chain Her- 
man F. Kraft, the wardour of the 
Naval Academy at Annapolis, will give 
the “Slogans of the United Statés 
Navy” at 7 o'clock. 


In addition to the broadcasting of 
President Coolidge’s Washington's birth- 
day speech tomorrow by the largest 
hook-up yet attempted, several of these 
stations, notably KDKA at Pittsburgh 
and WGY at Schenectady, will send it 
out On short waves which are at their 
best in day time and have been heard 
half way around the world, using no 
more power than it takes to operate an 
electric toaster. , 

The international transmission of 
Mr. Coolidge’s speech btings to mind, 
being delivered here at the Capital at 
12:30 noon, that it. may be heard in 
London at 5.30 p.m. Honolulu, Manila, 
and Melbourne, Australia, frequently 
reached by short waves, may get it 
at 7 a. m., 1:30 a. m., and 3:30 a. m., 
respectively, in which places those en- 
deavoring to pick up the speech are 
likely not to be numerous. Mr. Cool- 
idge’s address will reach San Francisco, 
Portland, Oreg., and Seattle, at 9:30 
in the morning. 


It appears that the radio telephone 
of station NAA, formerly at Arlington, 
but now located at the Washington 
navy yard, will broadcast the first ap- 
pearance of the United Service orches- 
tra, after all. Although primarily or- 
ganized for broadcasting purposes there 
seemed to be some uncertainty of it 
being done by NAA because of Sen- 
ator Dill’s amendment to the naval 
appropriations bill now in conference, 
which if adopted would preclude the 
navy station hereafter broadcasting 
anything but time signals and weather 
reports. 

Even if the amendment prevailed, 
however, it probably would not become 
& law before February 28, when this 
orchestra will have its premier before 
a distinguished gathering at the Pan- 
American union, made up of the diplo- 
matic corps, official, social and musical 
Washington.

Under the “information at source” 
provision of the revenue act of 1926, 
all persons, “in whatever capacity act- 
ing,” are required to report to the 
commissioner of internal revenue pay- 
ments to others during the taxable year 
of $1,500 if the recipient of such pay- 
ments is single. If the recipient is 
married, report need not be made if the 
payments aggregate less than $3,500. If 
the marital status of the payee is un- 
known to the payor, or if the marital 
Status of the payee changed during the 
year, the payee is considered a single 
person for the purpose of filing an in- 
formation return. A separate return of 
information for each employe is re- 
quired of employers. The requirement 
is not limited to periodical payments, 
but a single payment must be reported. 

Information returns are carefully 
checked with the individual return of 
the taxpayer to whom such payments 
are made. During the year 1926, many 
delinquent returns were secured as @ 
result of the examination of informa- 
iton returns. 

The act requires report of payments 
of “interest, rent, salaries, wages, pre- 
miums, annuities, compensations, re- 
munerations, emoluments, or other 
fixed or detrminable gains, profits and 
income.” However, payments of the 
following character, although over $1,- 
500, need not be reported in returns of 
ifformation: Payment of interest or 
obligations of the United States; pay- 
ments of any type made to corpora- 
tlons; payments made for merchan- 
dise; telegrams, telephone, freight, stor- 
age, professional services, and similar 
charges; payments of rent made to real 
estate agents (but the agent must re- 
port payments to a landlord if the | 
amount paid during the year was $1,- 
500 or more to a single person, a part- 
nership, or a fiduciary, or $3,500 or 
tnore to a married person); payments 
tinade by branch offices of business 
houses located in foreign countries to 
alien employes serving in foreign coun- 
tries; and payments’ made by the 
United States to sailors and soldiers 
and to its civilian employes. 

Information returns are uired on 


fices of collectors of internal 
and branch offices. Collectors, however, 
are not authorized to receive these re- 
turns, which should be addressed to the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue, 
Washington, D. C., Sorting Section.

The rising) 
tide of crime on the part of the youth 
of the land may find its genesis in the 
lawlessness of persons of wealth and 
position and intelligence who are con- 
Spicuous violators of certain laws. 

“America soon must make its choice 
between the religion believed in by 
George Washington, which was a fun- 
damental force in the formation of this 
nation,” the bishop concluded, “and 
the spirit of no religion as typified in 
the spirit of sovietism, which defies the 
living God and declares His religion 
‘the opiate of the people.’ In forget- 
ting these things of God we are losing 
the security of the state.”

VERDICT THIS WEEK 
IN SLAYING OF BUSCH 


McCabe Defense Probably 
Will End Today When He 
Takes Stand. 


The fate of the four men, charged 
with the murder of Patrolman Leo W. 
K. Busch. will be known this week. 


The defense of John Falls McCabe, one | 


of the defendants, probably will be 
completed today. McCabe testified in 
his own defense Friday and will re- 
sume the stand today for cross-exam- 
ination. 

McCabe, Nicholas Lee Eagles, Sam- 
uel Moreno and John Cline Proctor 
are charged with the murder. Busch 
died two days after being wounded in 
the Grant circle gun battle last Sep- 
tember 26.
